The Old Post Office is a historic building under lease by the General Services Admin¬ 
istration (GSA) to the Trump Organization, which is required to permit public access to certain 
areas of the building, including the tower. 1 The tower was closed by the NPS on December 22, 
2018, when funding lapsed for certain agencies including the GSA and the Department of Interi¬ 
or (DOl), of which the NPS is a part. 2 On January 2, 2019, it was reported that the tower would 
reopen with funding from GSA, 2 and it did. 4 When questioned about this funding, a GSA 
spokesperson described the funds for reopening the tower as “not associated with the current fis-

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eal year’s (FY 2019) appropriations bill.” 5 Subsequently, it was reported that GSA would tap the 
Federal Buildings Fund to pay to reopen and staff the tower with NPS employees under an inter¬ 
agency agreement between GSA and DOl, which GSA stated was pursuant to Public Law 98-1. 6 

I would like nothing more than to have all of our rangers and other federal civil servants 
back at work on behalf of the public. As the clock tower at Trump International Hotel in Wash¬ 
ington stands open, staffed by NPS personnel, valuable public buildings such as the Smithsonian 
are shuttered. Meanwhile, mounting trash and unsafe conditions at national park sites across the 
country are putting people and wildlife in jeopardy. At least three people have died at national 
park sites since the shutdown began. 7 Conditions are being described as “dire” and on the brink 
of causing lasting damage and financial repercussions for parks and surrounding communities. 8 

While GSA has authority to transfer funds to NPS under certain conditions, the lengths to 
which to your agencies have gone to open the tower facility within a Trump business enterprise 
have raised public concerns that the tower may be receiving special treatment, 9 in light of a shut¬ 
down that has left 800,000 federal workers furloughed or working without pay and crippled our 
national parks. 

In order to better understand the current state of this matter and in light of the concerns 
outlined above, I request that you answer the following: 

1. Please confirm the funding source for (1) the National Park Service employees, and 
(2) any other federal employees who are staffing the tower during the partial govern-

4. Who made the decision to reopen the tower? Please confirm the authority under 
which it was reopened. What other facilities did GSA determine needed to be reo¬ 
pened after closing those facilities due to the lapse in funding? 

5. What, if any, communications did GSA and/or DOI officials have with White House 
officials concerning the decision to reopen the tower and the funding to keep the tow¬ 
er open? With officials from any business entity affiliated with President Trump or 
his family? 

6. Was the tower kept open to the public directly preceding, during, and/or after the Oc¬ 
tober 2013 shutdown? 

7. Please provide a copy of the current lease and any prior leases with the Trump Organ¬ 
ization for the Trump International Hotel in Washington, DC, as well as a copy of the 
current interagency agreement between GSA and DOI and prior interagency agree¬ 
ments from 2010 to the present that cover staffing of the tower by NPS employees.

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INTERAGENCY AGREEMENT 
Between the 

U.S. GENERAL SERVICES ADMINISTRATION, 
PUBLIC BUILDINGS SERVICE 
and the 

U.S. DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, 
NATIONAL PARK SERVICE, 
NATIONAL MALL AND MEMORIAL PARKS 


I. Purpose 

The purpose of this Interagency Agreement between the U.S. General Services 
Administration (GSA) and the U.S. Department of the Interior, National Park Service, 

National Mall and Memorial Parks (NPS) is to cany out the obligations of GSA and NPS 
{Parties, each Individually, Party) as defined in Section 4 of Public Law 
98-1, 97 Stat 4 (Feb. 15,1983){the Act), which directed GSA to "...execute an 
agreement with the Secretary of the Interior providing for operation of the observation 
tower.,.by the National Park Service and further providing...for transfer to the National 
Park Service...such sums as may be necessary to operate the observation tower." 

The Old Post Office Tower (Tower) is listed on the National Register of Historic 
Places pursuant to 54 U.S.C. Chapter 3021, and is a primary element in the 
Pennsylvania Avenue National Historic Site. The tower is part of the Old Post Office 
Building (OPO), which is located on the southeast comer of Pennsylvania Avenue 
and 12th Street, NW, Washington, D.C. In August 2013, a 60-year ground lease was 
signed between GSA and the Trump Organization to redevelop the OPO and operate 
it as a hotel. 

II. Roles 

GSA administers the OPO Building and leases it to the Trump Organization, which 
has the primary responsibility for the overall management of the OPO Building 
pursuant to the ground lease referenced above. The NPS is solely responsible for 
providing visitor services for the Tower, as described below. 

III. Responsibilities 

The Parties mutually agree: 

1. The Tower shall be operated in a manner consistent with the requirements 
of the Act, this Agreement, and the annual NPS Operations Plan and Budget 
(Plan and Budget) described below. 

2. Any operational concerns regarding the Tower noted by either Party shall be 
brought to the attention of the other Party and shall be resolved in a timely 
and mutually acceptable manner. Both parties agree to use their best 
efforts to resolve any concerns and cooperate in good faith. 

A. NPS will provide: 

1. Education and interpretation services for visitors to the Tower. The GSA and 
NPS shall mutually agree upon the hours and operational conditions of the 
Tower in the annual Plan and Budget, described below. GSA will not require 
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NPS to host, plan, or staff any special events or alter its normal operations to 
accommodate any hotel special events. Any special events allowed by GSA or 
its lessee should not impact the normal business operations of the Tower nor 
should the NPS incur any additional expenses such as overtime to 
accommodate them. Special events will not be allowed In the NPS office areas, 
only In the visitor areas of the OPO Tower. 

2. Identification of any additional design needs for the visitor spaces on the ground 
9*. 10 th , and 12 * floors of the Tower. 

3. Proposed modifications, alterations, and construction plans for space alterations 
to GSA for review and written approval to ensure the integrity of the historical 
character of the Tower and its fixtures. 

4. An annual Plan and Budget to be submitted to GSA by each July 15th for the 
following fiscal year. The Plan and Budget will be reviewed and approved by 
GSA by September 1st for the following fiscal year’s operation. Any modification 
to the Plan and Budget must be mutually agreed upon in writing by the Parties. 
Upon enactment of GSA’s appropriation, operating funds will be transferred to 
the NPS/NAMA within 30 days. 

a. The Plan and Budget will provide: 

i. Proposals and estimated costs for exhibits or other visual aids to 
interpret key themes of the site such as planning and development of 
the Nation’s Capital; the L’Enfant Plan; Pennsylvania Avenue National 
Historic Site; historic places, national landmarks, and cityscape; 
historic preservation; the OPO Building and Tower; and the Ditchley 
Bells of Congress; 

ii. Operational staffing needs and costs; 

iii. Hours of operation; and, 

Iv, A plan for potential volunteer services and/or partnerships to support 
NPS operations. 

b. Each fiscal year’s Plan and Budget shall be deemed to be incorporated into 
this Agreement by reference 

c. Public information services for the NPS activities in the Tower, 

5. Coordination with the Washington Ringing Society for the ringing of the 
Ditchley Bells of Congress on holidays and on special occasions, as well as 
weekly practice sessions. 

6. Reasonable notice of ail activities of the NPS at the Tower that may affect 
GSA or the Trump Organization, 

7. Visitor and staff safety in a manner consistent with NPS safety and 
management policies, in areas assigned to NPS at the Tower. This will 
include following the 25-person maximum occupancy limit for the Tower. 

8. Coordination with GSA contractors providing services relating to the Tower, 
consistent with NPS management responsibility, 
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9. An Occupant Emergency Plan for the NPS-operated space to be approved bv 

GSA. 

10. Notice when NPS elects to furnish services or events outside the scope of 

this agreement 

B. GSA will provide: 

1. Finished spaces in the ground floor waiting area, the 9 th , 10* and 12* floors of 
the Tower including adequate public access {including access for those with 
disabilities) to elevator facilities to ail levels, as well as equipment necessary for 
the presentation of approved NPS activities related to the Old Post Office 
Building and Tower and the Pennsylvania Avenue National Historic Site. GSA 
agrees to future improvements of the finishes for the public spaces on the 9* 
floor as funding is available, to the extent consistent with the Secretary of 
Interior’s Standards for the Treatment of Historic Properties and permitted under 
fine Programmatic Agreement entered into between GSA, NPS, and other 
parties on May 23,2013, pursuant to Sections 106,110, and 111 of the 
National Historic Preservation Act, 54 U.S.C. §§ 306108,306107, 306121, and 
306122. Recommended finishes include the following: 

a. all hallways from the 9* floor elevator entrance through the hall/balcony 
area in and around the bell ringer space and back hall areas will Include 
a 12”x24" tile in running bond pattern by Dal-Tile, Invoke Colorbody 
Porcelain, Sheer Glow ID01 with matching grout; 

b. the bell ringer platform to have a 24" border around the entire platform of 
the same floor tile, and a carpet insert by Mohawk Group, Bending earth 
line, Caliber tile, color Feldspar - 7858; 

c. the walls will be painted with Benjamin Moore Rockport Gray, HC-105, 
eggshell finish and all trim/casing/painted doors and frames to be 
Monterey White, HC-27, semi-gloss finish; all painted ceilings to be 
celling white; 

d. base trim in these spaces shall be a wood base, one-piece of similar 
profile to Smoot Lumber Company Baseboard #163E - 9/16" x 5-1/4" 
throughout; door and window casing shall be wood, one-piece of similar 
profile to Smoot Lumber Company Adams Casing #97 -1-1/16" x 3-1/2". 

2. Design recommendations and approvals for any modifications to the visitor 
spaces in the waiting area on the ground floor, 9* 10*. and 12" floors of the Old 
Post Office Tower. Such recommendations may be submitted to the NPS for 
review and comment. 

3. The NPS operation and staffing funds as agreed to in the Plan and Budget, This 
amount will be agreed to by the Superintendent of National Mall and Memorial 
Parks each year preceding the beginning of the affected fiscal year and will be 
documented by GSA. 

4. Maintenance services including elevator maintenance, repair and rehabilitation 
of space and audiovisual equipment in all areas assigned to the NPS, lighting, 
electrical, plumbing, painting, and miscellaneous fit and finish needs and all 
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outside signs at no expense to the NPS. These services and repairs shall be 
completed in a timely manner so as not to affect the operation of the Tower, 
Any mutually agreed-upon exceptions must be funded through the Plan and 
Budget. 

5. Janitorial services for NPS occupied office and visitor spaces to include trash 
pickup, vacuuming, sweeping, restroom cleaning, etc. 

6. All utility services (electricity, heat, air conditioning, water, local phone services 
and a reasonable cost of long distance sen/ices), reasonably necessary for 
NPS operations in accordance with agreed-upon services. 

7. Public restrooms on the ground floor accessible to all visitors, including those 
with disabilities, and provisions for emergency public restroom use by visitors or 
NPS/staff In the 9°' floor NPS space. 

8. Reasonable notice of all activities GSA Is aware of that may affect NPS 
activities at the Tower. 

9. The identification of cost effective measures, mutually agreed upon by both 
parties, for providing Tower services to ensure continued public services and 
access. 

10. The design, construction, and Installation of interpretive exhibits throughout the 
public spaces in the Tower, and will manage the contracting requirements and 
coordinate with the NPS on content and design. GSA will ensure installation of 
exhibits no later than April 2017. 

11. Assistance to NPS, as needed, in collaborating with the Trump Organization on 
the building-wide Occupant Emergency Plan and the Occupant Emergency 
Plan for the NPS-specific space. 

12. A security assessment of the areas assigned to the NPS which will be 
conducted by the Department of Homeland Security's Federal Protective 
Service. GSA will implement security measures consistent with that 
assessment. 

13. GSA shall comply with 36 CFR part 1191, Appendices C and D (Architectural 
Barriers Act Chapters 1 and 2, and Chapters 3 through 10) to provide a fully 
accessible or approved alternative visitor experience throughout the Tower. 

GSA will obtain concurrence from the U.S. Access Board for the waiver for the 
inaccessible portions of the 12th floor observation area that has been approved 
by the Commissioner of the GSA Public Buildings Service. During the term of 
this agreement GSA will complete an independent feasibility study to examine 
the modification or removal of the tiered concrete structure on the 12th floor to 
bring the observation tower into compliance. GSA will also produce and make 
publicly available a video about the tower experience to be installed with the 
exhibits, for visitors with accessibility needs who cannot access the observation 
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tower. GSA will share the results of the feasibility study with NPS. GSA will 
obtain a waiver for the inaccessible portions of the 12th floor observation area 
from the U,S, Accessibility Board. 

GSA shall comply with all emergency egress requirements throughout the Old Post 
Office Tower, including the public and staff spaces. GSA agrees to ensure 
necessaiy modifications are made to areas that do not currently meet the egress 
requirements of National Fire Protection Association 101 - The Life Safety Code, or 
GSA shall provide alternate means and methods to meet the intent of the Life 
Safety Code as approved by the Authority Having Jurisdiction (GSA Fire Protection 
Engineering Team). 


IV. Term of Agreement 

This agreement will commence on the date of the last signature affixed by GSA and 
NPS and will remain in effect until September 30,2017, at which time the Agreement 
may be renewed upon the written agreement of both Parties, such writing to contain 
the new term and be attached to this Agreement. Consistent with the provisions of 
the Act, or any other superseding law or regulation, either Party may terminate this 
agreement upon 90-day notification to the other Party. 

V. Assignment 

No transfer or assignment of this Agreement, or of any part thereof or Interest therein, 
directly or indirectly, voluntarily or involuntarily, shall be made unless such transfer or 
assignment Is first approved in writing by the Parties. 


VI. Liability 

Each Party agrees to assume responsibility for any and all claims resulting from the acts 
or omissions of its employees or representatives, to the greatest extent permitted by law. 
In the event a claim is brought under the Federal Tort Claims Act, 28 U.S.C. 2671 etseq., 
(FTCA), it shall be the responsibility of the Party receiving the claim to coordinate with the 
other Party regarding responsibility to investigate any such claim, to issue an 
administrative determination as required by the FTCA, and to assist In the defense of any 
litigation arising from any such claim, and the other Party to cooperate in this effort. 


Vll. General 

1. Nothing herein contained shall be construed as binding the United States to 
expend in any one fiscal year any sum in excess of appropriations made by 
Congress for the purpose of this Agreement for that fiscal year, or to involve the 
United States in any contract or other obligation for the further expenditure of 
money in excess of such appropriations. 

2. No Member of Congress shall be admitted to any share or part of any contract or 
agreement made, entered into, or accepted by or on behalf of the United States, 
or to any benefit to arise thereupon. 
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3. GSA and NPS agree that the term "days", as used in this Agreement, means 
Federal business days. 

4. GSA and NPS agree to provide contact information, updated annually, for key 
contacts in both organizations, including those staff who are responsible for 
operation and maintenance of the tower. Each Party will include as key contacts 
those managers who are able to make decisions and support resolution of 
disputes related to operation and maintenance of the Tower.

3 (Feb. 15, 1983)(the Act), which directed that GSA "...execute 
an agreement with the Secretary of the interior providing for operation of the 
observation tower...by the National Park Service and further providing...for transfer 
to the National Park Service...such sums as may be necessary'to operate the 
observation tower." The Old Post Office Tower (Tower) is listed on the National 
Register of Historic Places pursuant to 16 U.S.C, Section 470a, and is a primary 
element in the Pennsylvania Avenue National Historic Site. The tower is part of the 
Old Post Office Building, which is located on the southeast comer of Pennsylvania 
Avenue and 12 th Street, NW in Washington, D.C., and is operated by GSA as a 
multi-use federal building currently providing office and retail space. 


II. Roles 

The GSA has the primary responsibility for the overall management of the Old 
Post Office Building. The NPS has the responsibility for providing visitor 
educational, historical, and informational services for the Tower. 


III. Authorities 

The Terms of this Agreement are authorized under both the Act and Section 601 of 
the Economy Act of June 30, 1932, as amended, 31 USC 1535 and 1536, and the 
authorizing legislation of the Agencies involved. 


IV Responsibilities 

Pursuant to the Act, this document constitutes an agreement between the NPS

12. Contracted daily custodial maintenance for NPS assigned space on 
the ground, 9 th 10 th and 12 th floors of the Tower. This contracted 
daily custodial maintenance will be funded by the GSA and shown 
as a line item in the annual operational budget. 


B. The GSA will provide; 

1. Finished spaces in the ground floor waiting area, the S'* 10 th and 
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12 th floors of the Tower Including adequate public access (including 
accessible access), to elevator facilities to all levels, as well as 
equipment necessary for the presentation of approved NPS activities 
related to the Old Post Office Building and Tower and Pennsylvania 
Avenue National Historic Site. 

2. Design recommendations and approvals for any modifications to the 
visitor spaces in the waiting area on the ground floor, levels 9th, 

10th, and 12 th floors of the Old Post Office Tower. Such 
recommendations will be submitted to the NPS for review and 
comment before production or space alteration begins. 

3. The NPS operation and staffing funds as agreed to in the annual 
budget. This amount will be agreed to by the Superintendent of 
National Mall and Memorial Parks each year preceding the 
beginning of the affected fiscal year and will be documented by 
the Principal GSA official managing the Tower operations. 

4. Maintenance services, other than routine daily custodial care, 
including elevator maintenance, repair and rehabilitation of space 
and audiovisual equipment In all areas assigned to the NPS, and all 
outside signs at no expense to the NPS. These services and repairs 
should be completed in a timely manner as to not affect the 
operation of the Tower. The GSA will reimburse the NPS for the 
cost of daily custodial maintenance. Any mutually agreed upon 
exceptions must be funded through the annual budget. 

5. All utility services (electricity, heat, air conditioning, water, local 
phone services and a reasonable cost of long distance services), 
reasonably necessary for NPS operations in accordance with 
agreed upon services. 

6. Public restrooms on the ground floor accessible to all, visitors, 
including the handicapped, and provision for public or NPS/staff 
and emergency public restroom use on the 8 th floor. 

7. Reasonable notice of all GSA activities, which may affect NPS. 

8. The identification of cost effective measures, working with the NPS, 
of providing Tower services to ensure continued public services and 
access. 

9. Federal protective and security services in all areas assigned to the 
NPS through the Department of Homeland Security's Federal 
Protective Service. 

10. Assistance to NPS, as needed, in collaborating with lead 
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federal tenant on the building wide Occupant Emergency 
Plan. 


V. Term of Agreement 

This agreement will commence on the date of the last signature affixed by 
the GSA and NPS and will remain in effect until October 1, 2012 at which 
time the Agreement may be renewed upon the written agreement of the 
Parties, such writing to contain the new term and be attached to this 
agreement. Consistent with the provisions of the Act, or any other 
superceding law or regulation, either party may terminate this agreement 
upon 90-day notification to the other party. 


VI. Assignment 


No transfer or assignment of this Agreement, or of any part thereof or 
interest therein, directly or indirectly, voluntarily or involuntarily, shall be 
made unless such transfer or assignment is first approved In writing by 
the parties.

In the event a claim Is brought under 
the Federal Tort Claims Act > 28 U.S.C.A. Section 2671 et seq. f (FTCA), It 
shall be the responsibility of the Party receiving the claim to coordinate 
with the other Party regarding responsibility to investigate any such claim, 
to issue an administrative determination as required by the FTCA, and to 
assist in the defense of any litigation arising from any such claim, and the 
other party to cooperate in this effort. 


VIII. General 

GSA is directed to proceed with the redevelopment of the Old Post Office 
Building (Old Post Office Redevelopment Act of 2008) under section 111 of 
the National Historic Preservation Act (16 U.S.C. Section 470h-3). Any 
redevelopment will ensure continued public accessibility to the Tower. GSA 
will review and approve all general design and development plans and will 
coordinate, as appropriate, with NPS. 

Nothing herein contained shall be construed as binding the United States to 
expend in any one fiscal year any sum in excess of appropriations made by 
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Congress for the purpose of this Agreement for that fiscal year, or to involve 
the United States in any contract or other obligation for the further 
expenditure of money in excess of such appropriations. 

"No Member of Congress shall be admitted to any share or part of any 
contract or agreement made, entered into, or accepted by or on behalf of 
the United States, or to any benefit to arise thereupon." 

The GSA and the NPS agree that this Agreement shall be governed by, 
and interpreted in accordance with. Federal law. 

The GSA and the NPS agree that if any paragraph or provision of this 
Agreement is held to be invalid or illegal, such paragraph or provision shall 
not affect the validity or enforceability of the remaining paragraphs or 
provisions. 

The GSA and the NPS agree that compliance with the terms of this 
Agreement shall not excuse any failure to comply with applicable laws and 
regulations, whether or not these laws and regulations are expressly listed 
or addressed herein. 

The GSA and the NPS agree that the term "days", as used in this 
Agreement, means Federal business days.

I. Purpose 

The purpose of this Interagency Agreement between the U.S. General Services 
Administration (GSA) and the U.S. Department of the Interior, National Park Service, 
National Mall and Memorial Parks (NPS) is to carry out the obligations of GSA and NPS 
(Parties, each individually. Party) as defined in Section 4 of Public Law 
98-1, 97 Stat. 4 (Feb. 15, 1983)(the Act), which directed GSA to "...execute an 
agreement with the Secretary of the Interior providing for operation of the observation 
tower...by the National Park Service and further providing.,.for transfer to the National 
Park Service...such sums as may be necessary to operate the observation tower." The 
Old Post Office Tower (Tower) is listed on the National Register of Historic Places 
pursuant to 54 U.S.C. Chapter 3021, and is a primary element in the Pennsylvania 
Avenue National Historic Site. The tower is part of the Old Post Office Building (OPO), 
which is located on the southeast corner of Pennsylvania Avenue and 12th Street, NW, 
Washington, D.C. In August 2013, a 60-year ground lease was signed between GSA 
and the Trump Organization to redevelop the OPO and operate it as a hotel 

II. Roles 

GSA administers the OPO Building and leases it to the Trump Organization, which has 
the primary responsibility for the overall management of the OPO Building pursuant to 
the ground lease referenced above. The NPS is solely responsible for providing visitor 
services for the Tower, as described below. 

III. Responsibilities 
The Parties mutually agree: 

1. The Tower shall be operated in a manner consistent with the requirements of 
the Act, this Agreement, and the annual NPS Operations Plan and Budget 
(Plan and Budget) described below. 

2. Any operational concerns regarding the Tower noted by either Party shall be 
brought to the attention of the other Party and shall be resolved in a timely 
and mutually acceptable manner. Both parties agree to use their best efforts 
to resolve any concerns and cooperate in good faith. 

A. NPS will provide: 

1. Education and interpretation services for visitors to the Tower. The GSA and NPS 
shall mutually agree upon the hours and operational conditions of the Tower in the 
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annual Plan and Budget, described below, GSA will not require NPS to host, plan, 
or staff any special events or alter its normal operations to accommodate any 
hotel special events. Any special events allowed by GSA or its lessee should not 
impact the normal business operations of the Tower nor should the NPS incur any 
additional expenses such as overtime to accommodate them. Special events will 
not be allowed in the NPS office areas, only in the visitor areas of the OPO Tower. 

2, Identification of any additional design needs for the visitor spaces on the ground, 
9 th , 10 th , and 12 th floors of the Tower. 

3. Proposed modificalions, alterations, and construction plans for space alterations 
to GSA for review and written approval to ensure the integrity of the historical 
character of the Tower and its fixtures. 


4. An annual Plan and Budget to be submitted to GSA by each July 15th for the 
following fiscal year. The Plan and Budget will be reviewed and approved by GSA 
by September 1st for the following fiscal year’s operation and attached following 
the last page of this agreement. Any modification to the Plan and Budget must be 
mutually agreed upon in writing by the Parties. Upon enactment of GSA's 
appropriation, operating funds will be transferred to the NPS/NAMA within 30 days 
per section “VI. Funding 

a The Plan and Budget will provide: 

i. Proposals and estimated costs for exhibits or other visual aids to 
interpret key themes of the site such as planning and development of 
the Nation's Capital; the L'Enfant Plan; Pennsylvania Avenue National 
Historic Site; historic places, national landmarks, and cityscape; historic 
preservation; the OPO Building and Tower; and the Ditchley Bells of 
Congress; 

ii. Operational staffing needs and costs; 

iii. Hours of operation; and, 

iv. A plan for potential volunteer services and/or partnerships to support 
NPS operations. 

b. Each fiscal year’s Plan and Budget shall be deemed to be incorporated into 
this Agreement by reference 

c. Public information services for the NPS activities in the Tower. 


5 Coordination with the Washington Ringing Society for the ringing of the Ditchley 
Bells of Congress on holidays and on special occasions, as well as weekly 
practice sessions. 

6. Reasonable notice of all activities of the NPS at the Tower that may affect GSA 
or the Trump Organization. 


7. Visitor and staff safety in a manner consistent with NPS safety and 

management policies, in areas assigned to NPS at the Tower. This will include 
following the 25-person maximum occupancy limit for the Tower. 


8. Coordination with GSA contractors providing services relating to the Tower, 
consistent with NPS management responsibility. 
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9, An Occupant Emergency Plan for the NPS-operated space to be approved by 
GSA. 

10. Notice when NPS elects to furnish services or events outside the scope of this 
agreement. 

B. GSA will provide: 

1. Finished spaces in the ground floor waiting area, the 9 th , 10 th , and 12 th floors of 
the Tower including adequate public access (including access for those with 
disabilities) to elevator facilities to all levels, as well as equipment necessary for 
the presentation of approved NPS activities related to the Old Post Office Building 
and Tower and the Pennsylvania Avenue National Historic Site. GSA agrees to 
future improvements of the finishes for the public spaces on the 9 th floor as 
funding is available, to the extent consistent with the Secretary of Interior’s 
Standards for the Treatment of Historic Properties and permitted under the 
Programmatic Agreement entered into between GSA, NPS, and other parties on 
May 23, 2013, pursuant to Sections 106,110, and 111 of the National Historic 
Preservation Act, 54 U.S.C. §§ 306108, 306107, 306121, and 306122. 
Recommended finishes include the following: 

a. all hallways from the 9 th floor elevator entrance through the hall/balcony 
area in and around the bell ringer space and back hall areas will include a 
12”x24” tile in running bond pattern by Dal-Tile, Invoke Colorbody 
Porcelain, Sheer Glow ID01 with matching grout: 

b. the bell ringer platform to have a 24" border around the entire platform of 
the same floor tile, and a carpet insert by Mohawk Group, Bending earth 
line, Caliber tile, color Feldspar - 7858; 

c. base trim in these spaces shall be a wood base, one-piece of similar 
profile to Smoot Lumber Company Baseboard #163E - 9/16” x 5-1/4" 
throughout; door and window casing shall be wood, one-piece of similar 
profile to Smoot Lumber Company Adams Casing #97 -1-1/16" x 3-1/2". 

2. Design recommendations and approvals for any modifications to the visitor 
spaces in the waiting area on the ground floor, 9 th , 10 th , and 12 th floors of the Old 
Post Office Tower. Such recommendations may be submitted to the NPS for 
review and comment. 

3. The NPS operation and staffing funds as agreed to in the Plan and Budget. This 
amount will be agreed to by the Superintendent of National Mall and Memorial 
Parks each year preceding the beginning of the affected fiscal year and will be 
documented by GSA. 

4. Maintenance services including elevator maintenance, repair and rehabilitation of 
space and audiovisual equipment in all areas assigned to the NPS, lighting, 
electrical, plumbing, painting, and miscellaneous fit and finish needs and all 
outside signs at no expense to the NPS. These services and repairs shall be 
completed in a timely manner so as not to affect the operation of the Tower. Any

mutually agreed-upon exceptions must be funded through the Plan and Budget, 

5 Janitorial services for NPS occupied office and visitor spaces to include trash 
pickup, vacuuming, sweeping, restroom cleaning, etc, 

6 All utility services (electricity, heat, air conditioning, water, local phone services 
and a reasonable cost of long distance services), reasonably necessary for NPS 
operations in accordance with agreed-upon services. 

7. Public restrooms on the ground floor accessible to all visitors, including those with 
disabilities, and provisions for emergency public restroom use by visitors or 
NPS/staff in the 9 lh floor NPS space. 

8. Reasonable notice of all activities GSA is aware of that may affect NPS activities 
at the Tower. 

9 The identification of cost effective measures, mutually agreed upon by both 
parties, for providing Tower services to ensure continued public services and 
access 


10 The design, construction, and installation of interpretive exhibits for the visually 
impaired visitors and will manage the contracting requirements and coordinate 
with the NPS on content and design. 

11. Assistance to NPS, as needed, in collaborating with the Trump Organization on 
the building-wide Occupant Emergency Plan and the Occupant Emergency Plan 
for the NPS-specific space 


12. Security services for the NPS-occupied Clock Tower space. 


13. GSA shall comply with 36 CFR part 1191, Appendices C and D (Architectural 
Barriers Act Chapters 1 and 2, and Chapters 3 through 10) to provide a fully 
accessible or approved alternative visitor experience throughout the Tower. 
During the term of this agreement GSA will complete an independent feasibility 
study to examine the modification or removal of the tiered concrete structure on 
the 12th floor to bring the observation tower into compliance, GSA wil also 
produce and make publicly available a video about the tower experience to be 
installed with the exhibits, for visitors with accessibility needs who cannot access 
the observation tower. GSA will share the results of the feasibility study with NPS 


GSA shall comply with ail emergency egress requirements throughout the Old Post 
Office Tower, including the public and staff spaces GSA agrees to ensure necessary 
modifications are made to areas that do not currently meet the egress requirements 
of National Fire Protection Association 101 - The Life Safety Code, or GSA shall 
provide alternate means and methods to meet the intent of the Life Safety Code as 
approved by the Authority Having Jurisdiction (GSA Fire Protection Engineering 
Team). 
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IV. Term of Agreement 


This agreement will commence on the date of the last signature affixed by GSA or NPS 
and will remain in effect until September 30, 2019, at which time the Agreement may be 
renewed upon the written agreement of both Parties, such writing to contain the new 
term and be attached to this Agreement. Consistent with the provisions of the Act, or 
any other superseding law or regulation, either Party may terminate this agreement 
upon 90-day notification to the other Party. 

V. Assignment 

No transfer or assignment of this Agreement, or of any part thereof or interest therein, 
directly or indirectly, voluntarily or involuntarily, shall be made unless such transfer or 
assignment is first approved in writing by the Parties. 


VI. Funding 

Pursuant to Part III, Responsibilities (A)(4) of the agreement, the approved annual 
operating plan provides funding for fiscal year 2019. Funding will be transferred via a 
7600B, United States Government Interagency Agreement Form, to NPS and is not 
provided in advance of expenditures. Expenditures charged toward this agreement will not 
exceed the approved annual operating plan. If expenditures are projected to exceed the 
originally approved annual operating plan, a modification to the annual operating plan will 
be submitted by NPS to GSA for concurrence. 

Due to continuing resolution constraints, funding will be provided by GSA to NPS on a 
periodic basis using the form 7600B. This document will be used for the justification and 
transfer of funds and expenditures between parties for the period of time listed on the 
7600B, section 27, and funding provided for in the same period, not to exceed the 
approved annual operating plan for the applicable fiscal year. 

VII. Accounting and Billing 

Accounting: Accounting information will be provided in the 76G0B, section 28 with reference 
to the Agency Location Code, Treasury Account Symbol, ordering activity DUNS code, and 
supplemental accounting information. 

Billina: Billing information will be provided in the form 7600B, sections 32 through 34. 
Expenditures will cease to be collected 6 months after the fiscal year due to administrative 
changes in expenditures from the applicable fiscal year in which they were charged are 
made. 

VIII. Liability 

Each Party agrees to assume responsibility for any and all claims resulting from the acts or 
omissions of its employees or representatives, to the greatest extent permitted by law. In 
the event a claim is brought under the Federal Tort Claims Act, 28 U.S.C. 2671 et seq., 

(FTCA), it shall be the responsibility of the Party receiving the claim to coordinate with the 
other Party regarding responsibility to investigate any such claim, to issue an administrative 
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determination as required by the FTCA, and to assist in the defense of any litigation arising 
from any such claim, and the other Party to cooperate in this effort. 


IX. General 

1 Nothing herein contained shall be construed as binding the United States to 
expend in any one fiscal year any sum in excess of appropriations made by 
Congress for the purpose of this Agreement for that fiscal year, or to involve the 
United States in any contract or other obligation for the further expenditure of 
money in excess of such appropriations 

2. No Member of Congress shall be admitted to any share or part of any contract or 
agreement made, entered into, or accepted by or on behalf of the United States, or 
to any benefit to arise thereupon 

3 GSA and NPS agree that the term "days", as used in this Agreement, means 
Federal business days. 

4. GSA and NPS agree to provide contact information, updated annually, for key 
contacts in both organizations, including those staff who are responsible for 
operation and maintenance of the tower. Each Party will include as key contacts 
those managers who are able to make decisions and support resolution of 
disputes related to operation and maintenance of the Tower.

FY18 Operations Plan 
Overview 

The Annual Operations Plan outlines the costs associated with National Park Service (NPS) operations for the 
Old Post Office Tower (OPOT) covering a period between October 01, 2017 and September 30, 2018. 

For FY18, the NPS is submitting operational cost that accounts for the time required to fully operate the OPOT. 

OPOT daily visitation regularly met or came close to meeting the capacity of 800 visits per day in FY17. With 
coverage and NPS advertisement through the NAMA website, visitation is not expected to decline.

Personal Services 

NPS Park Guides staff four primary duty stations: lobby, 9th floor bell ringing chamber, 12th-floor viewing deck, 
and interpretive/education programs. Other duties include roving interpretation on the Pennsylvania Avenue 
plaza. The attached budget reflects regular staff time, as well as Sunday differential pay (when appropriate), 
holiday pay.

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INTERAGENCY AGREEMENT 


Between the 

U.S. GENERAL SERVICES ADMINISTRATION, 
PUBLIC BUILDINGS SERVICE 
and the 

U.S. DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, 
NATIONAL PARK SERVICE, 
NATIONAL MALL AND MEMORIAL PARKS 


I. Purpose 

The purpose of this Interagency Agreement between the U.S. General Services 
Administration (GSA) and the U.S. Department of the Interior, National Park Service, 
National Mali and Memorial Parks (NP5) Is to carry out the obligations of GSA and NPS 
(Parties, each individually, Party) as defined in Section 4 of Public Law 
98-1, 97 Stal 4 (Feb. 15,1983)(the Act), which directed GSA to "...execute an 
agreement with the Secretary of the Interior providing for operation of the observation 
tower,..by the National Park Service and further providing...for transfer to the National 
Park Service...such sums as may be necessary to operate the observation tower." The 
Old Post Office Tower (Tower) is listed on the National Register of Historic Places 
pursuant to 54 U.S.C. Chapter 3021, and is a primary element in the Pennsylvania 
Avenue National Historic Site. The tower is part of the Old Post Office Building (OPO), 
which is located on the southeast comer of Pennsylvania Avenue and 12th Street, NW, 
Washington, D.C. In August 2013, a 60-year ground lease was signed between GSA 
and the Trump Organization to redevelop the OPO and operate it as a hotel. 

It. Roles 

GSA administers the OPO Building and leases it to the Trump Organization, which has 
the primary responsibility for the overall management of the OPO Building pursuant to 
the ground lease referenced above. The NPS is solely responsible for providing visitor 
services for the Tower, as described below. 

III. Responsibilities 

The Parties mutually agree: 

1. The Tower shall be operated in a manner consistent with the requirements of 
the Act, this Agreement, and the annual NPS Operations Plan and Budget 
(Plan and Budget) described below. 

2. Any operational concerns regarding the Tower noted by either Party shall be 
brought to the attention of the other Party and shall be resolved in a timely 
and mutually acceptable manner. Both parties agree to use their best efforts 
to resolve any concerns and cooperate in good faith. 

A. NPS will provide: 

1. Education and interpretation services for visitors to the Tower. The GSA and NPS 
shall mutually agree upon the hours and operational conditions of the Tower In the 
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annual Plan and Budget, described below. GSA will not require NPS to host, plan, 
or staff any special events or alter its normal operations to accommodate any 
hotel special events. Any special events allowed by GSA or its lessee should not 
impact the normal business operations of the Tower nor should the NPS incur any 
additional expenses such as overtime to accommodate them. Special events will 
not be allowed in the NPS office areas, only in the visitor areas of the OPO Tower. 

2. Identification of any additional design needs for the visitor spaces on the ground, 
9 th , 10 th , and 12 th floors of the Tower. 

3. Proposed modifications, alterations, and construction plans for space alterations 
to GSA for review and written approval to ensure the integrity of the historical 
character of the Tower and its fixtures. 


4. An annual Plan and Budget to be submitted to GSA by each July 15th for the 
following fiscal year The Plan and Budget will be reviewed and approved by GSA 
by September 1 st for the following fiscal year's operation and attached following 
the last page of this agreement. Any modification to the Plan and Budget must be 
mutually agreed upon in writing by the Parties. Upon enactment of GSA's 
appropriation, operating funds will be transferred to the NPS/NAMA within 30 days 
per section "VI. Funding”. 

a. The Plan and Budget will provide: 

i. Proposals and estimated costs for exhibits or other visual aids to 
interpret key themes of the site such as planning and development of 
the Nation's Capital; the L’Enfant Plan; Pennsylvania Avenue National 
Historic Site; historic places, national landmarks, and cityscape; historic 
preservation; the OPO Building and Tower; and the Ditchley Bells of 
Congress; 

ti. Operational staffing needs and costs; 

iii. Hours of operation; and, 

iv. A plan for potential volunteer services and/or partnerships to support 
NPS operations. 

b. Each fiscal year’s Plan and Budget shall be deemed to be incorporated into 

this Agreement by reference 

c. Public information services for the NPS activities in the Tower. 


5 Coordination with the Washington Ringing Society for the ringing of the Ditchley 
Bells of Congress on holidays and on special occasions, as well as weekly 
practice sessions, 

6. Reasonable notice of all activities of the NPS at the Tower that may affect GSA 
or the Trump Organization. 


7. Visitor and staff safety in a manner consistent with NPS safety and 

management policies, in areas assigned to NPS at the Tower. This will include 
following the 25-person maximum occupancy limit for the Tower. 


8. Coordination with GSA contractors providing services relating to the Tower, 
consistent with NPS management responsibility. 
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9. An Occupant Emergency Plan for the NPS-operated space to be approved by 
GSA. 

10. Notice when NPS elects to furnish services or events outside the scope of this 
agreement. 

B. GSA will provide: 

1. Finished spaces in the ground floor waiting area, the 9"\ 10“\ and 12 th floors of 
the Tower including adequate public access (including access for those with 
disabilities) to elevator facilities to all levels, as well as equipment necessary for 
the presentation of approved NPS activities related to the Old Post Office Building 
and Tower and the Pennsylvania Avenue National Historic Site. GSA agrees to 
future improvements of the finishes for the public spaces on the 9 th floor as 
funding is available, to the extent consistent with the Secretary of Interior's 
Standards for the Treatment of Historic Properties and permitted under the 
Programmatic Agreement entered into between GSA, NPS, and other parties on 
May 23,2013, pursuant to Sections 106,110, and 111 of the National Historic 
Preservation Act, 54 U.S.C. §§ 306108, 306107, 306121, and 306122. 
Recommended finishes include the following: 

a. all hallways from the 9 th floor elevator entrance through the hall/balcony 
area in and around the bell ringer space and back hall areas will include a 
12*x24” tile in running bond pattern by Dal-Ttle, Invoke Colorbody 
Porcelain, Sheer Glow ID01 with matching grout; 

b. the bell ringer platform to have a 24" border around the entire platform of 
the same floor tile, and a carpet insert by Mohawk Group, Bending earth 
line, Caliber tile, color Feldspar - 7858; 

c. base trim in these spaces shall be a wood base, one-piece of similar 
profile to Smoot Lumber Company Baseboard #163E - 9/16" x 5-1/4" 
throughout; door and window casing shall be wood, one-piece of similar 
profile to Smoot Lumber Company Adams Casing #97 -1-1/16" x 3-1/2". 

2. Design recommendations and approvals for any modifications to the visitor 
spaces in the waiting area on the ground floor, 9 th , 10 th , and 12 th floors of the Old 
Post Office Tower. Such recommendations may be submitted to the NPS for 
review and comment. 

3. The NPS operation and staffing funds as agreed to in the Plan and Budget. This 
amount will be agreed to by the Superintendent of National Mall and Memorial 
Parks each year preceding the beginning of the affected fiscal year and will be 
documented by GSA. 

4. Maintenance services including elevator maintenance, repair and rehabilitation of 
space and audiovisual equipment in all areas assigned to the NPS, lighting, 
electrical, plumbing, painting, and miscellaneous fit and finish needs and all 
outside signs at no expense to the NPS. These services and repairs shall be 
completed in a timely manner so as not to affect the operation of the Tower. Any 
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mutually agreed-upon exceptions must be funded through the Plan and Budget. 

5. Janitorial sen/ices for NPS occupied office and visitor spaces to include trash 
pickup, vacuuming, sweeping, restroom cleaning, etc. 

6. All utility services (electricity, heat, air conditioning, water, local phone services 
and a reasonable cost of long distance services), reasonably necessary for NPS 
operations in accordance with agreed-upon services. 

7. Public restrooms on the ground floor accessible to all visitors, including those with 
disabilities, and provisions for emergency public restroom use by visitors or 
NPS/staff in the 9 th floor NPS space. 

8. Reasonable notice of all activities GSA is aware of that may affect NPS activities 
at the Tower. 

9. The identification of cost effective measures, mutually agreed upon by both 
parties, for providing Tower services to ensure continued public services and 
access. 


10. The design, construction, and installation of interpretive exhibits for the visually 
impaired visitors and will manage the contracting requirements and coordinate 
with the NPS on content and design. 

11. Assistance to NPS, as needed, in collaborating with the Trump Organization on 
the building-wide Occupant Emergency Plan and the Occupant Emergency Plan 
for the NPS-specific space. 


12. Security services for the NPS-occupied Clock Tower space. 


13. GSA shall comply with 36 CFR part 1191, Appendices C and D (Architectural 
Barriers Act Chapters 1 and 2, and Chapters 3 through 10) to provide a fully 
accessible or approved alternative visitor experience throughout the Tower. 
During the term of this agreement GSA will complete an independent feasibility 
study to examine the modification or removal of the tiered concrete structure on 
the 12th floor to bring the observation tower into compliance. GSA will also 
produce and make publicly available a video about the tower experience to be 
installed with the exhibits, for visitors with accessibility needs who cannot access 
the observation tower. GSA will share the results of the feasibility study with NPS. 


GSA shall comply with all emergency egress requirements throughout the Old Post 
Office Tower, including the public and staff spaces. GSA agrees to ensure necessary 
modifications are made to areas that do not currently meet the egress requirements 
of National Fire Protection Association 101 - The Life Safety Code, or GSA shall 
provide alternate means and methods to meet the intent of the Life Safety Code as 
approved by the Authority Having Jurisdiction (GSA Fire Protection Engineering 
Team). 
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IV. Term of Agreement 


This agreement will commence on the date of the last signature affixed by GSA or NPS 
and will remain In effect until September 30, 2019, at which time the Agreement may be 
renewed upon the written agreement of both Parties, such writing to contain the new 
term and be attached to this Agreement. Consistent with the provisions of the Act, or 
any other superseding law or regulation, either Party may terminate this agreement 
upon 90-day notification to the other Party. 

V. Assignment 

No transfer or assignment of this Agreement, or of any part thereof or interest therein, 
directly or indirectlyrvolUntarily or irivbiuntafiiy, shall be made unless sucfTtransfer or 
assignment is first approved in writing by the Parties. 


VI. Funding 

Pursuant to Part III, Responsibilities (A)(4) of the agreement, the approved annual 
operating plan provides funding for fiscal year 2019. Funding will be transferred via a 
760QB, United States Government interagency Agreement Form, to NPS and is not 
provided in advance of expenditures. Expenditures charged toward this agreement will not 
exceed the approved annual operating plan, if expenditures are projected to exceed the 
originally approved annual operating plan, a modification to the annual operating plan will 
be submitted by NPS to GSA for concurrence. 

Due to continuing resolution constraints, funding will be provided by GSA to NPS on a 
periodic basis using the form 7600B. This document will be used for the justification and 
transfer of funds and expenditures between parties for the period of time listed on the 
7600B, section 27, and funding provided for in the same period, not to exceed the 
approved annual operating plan for the applicable fiscal year. 

VII. Accounting and Billing 

Accounting: Accounting information will be provided in the 7600B, section 28 with reference 
to the Agency Location Code, Treasury Account Symbol, ordering activity DUNS code, and 
supplemental accounting information. 

Billing: Billing information will be provided in the form 7600B, sections 32 through 34. 
Expenditures will cease to be collected 6 months after the fiscal year due to administrative 
changes in expenditures from the applicable fiscal year in which they were charged are 
made. 

VIII. Liability 

Each Party agrees to assume responsibility for any and all claims resulting from the acts or 
omissions of its employees or representatives, to the greatest extent permitted by law. In 
the event a claim is brought under the Federal Tort Claims Act, 28 U.S.C. 2671 ef seq., 

(FTCA), it shall be the responsibility of the Party receiving the claim to coordinate with the 
other Party regarding responsibility to investigate any such claim, to issue an administrative 
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determination as required by the FTCA, and to assist in the defense of any litigation arising 
from any such claim, and the other Party to cooperate in this effort. 


IX. General 

1. Nothing herein contained shall be construed as binding the United States to 
expend in any one fiscal year any sum in excess of appropriations made by 
Congress for the purpose of this Agreement for that fiscal year, or to involve the 
United States in any contract or other obligation for the further expenditure of 
money in excess of such appropriations. 

2. No Member of Congress shall be admitted to any share or part of any contract or 
agreement made, entered into, or accepted by or on behalf of the United States, or 
to any benefit to arise thereupon. 

3. GSA and NPS agree that the term days", as used in this Agreement, means 
Federal business days. 

4. GSA and NPS agree to provide contact information, updated annually, for key 
contacts in both organizations, including those staff who are responsible for 
operation and maintenance of the tower. Each Party will include as key contacts 
those managers who are able to make decisions and support resolution of 
disputes related to operation and maintenance of the Tower.

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GUIDANCE ON WORK DONE BY EXCEPTED EMPLOYEES 


As provided in GSA Order ADM 4220.1 L, 9/24/18, employees in GSA offices may work during 
a lapse in appropriations only if they have been determined to be either “exempt” or "excepted". 
Exempt employees are those who work in an office or program for which funding has not lapsed. 
Excepted employees are those who work in an office or program for which funding has lapsed 
but who have been identified by GSA as needing to (1) engage in activities that directly or 
indirectly provide for the protection of life or property, (2) perfonn contract obligations under 
no-year, multi-year, or other funds remaining for these purposes, and/or (3) work supporting, 
providing services to, or otherwise enabling others to perform excepted functions. These 
excepted activities are further described in the GSA Order and, as a general rule, these are the 
only activities an excepted employee can undertake during the course of a funding lapse. OGC 
has, however, identified two specific and limited instances when excepted employees can 
perform other work. This guidance is provided to explain those two instances. 

De Minimus Intervals 


First, when an employee is working because his or her job duties fall into a category excepted 
and there are brief intervals during the day when the employee is not engaged in an excepted 
function, the employee may remain at work during those brief intervals if there is not sufficient 
time to dismiss the employee from work and then recall them to perfonn the next excepted 
activity. In this situation, the employee may perform non-excepted functions during the brief 
intervals because the need to have the employee available justifies an agency keeping the 
employee in the close vicinity of his or her duty station to await the onset of the next excepted 
function. Consequently, the Agency would be obligated to compensate the employee while he or 
she was awaiting the next excepted function whether they spend the time performing non- 
excepted functions or simply sit idle. Thus, the government incurs no additional obligation by 
virtue of the work being perfonned. 

Please note further that OMB has advised in its memo of September 17, 2013 (M-13-22) that, 
when agencies do have employees engaging in non-excepted work on an intermittent basis, they 
must minimize the number of employees doing so and consolidate the work being done to the 
extent possible for performance by a smaller number of employees. OMB has further advised on 
October 2, 2013, that the amount of intermittent work perfonned by excepted employees must be 
de minimus and, as an example, suggested an agency might limit such intervals to no more than 
30 minutes although an agency has the discretion to allow even less time to perform non- 
excepted work. The point of the OMB discussion was that the vast majority of an excepted 
employee's activities and time should be primarily and predominantly excepted work. 

Support for Exempt Activities 

Second, based on DOJ and OMB guidance, our research concludes that excepted employees can 
support exempt activities under the "necessarily implied" doctrine. The "necessarily implied" 
doctrine is broader in scope than the "de minimus intervals" limitations on performing other non- 
excepted activities described in above. It is not, however, unlimited. The "necessarily implied" 
doctrine is based on the notion that support to exempt activities is limited to those activities that, 
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if not provided, would prevent or significantly damage the execution of the ongoing exempt 
activities. It relates to mission-critical, core activities the failure of which to perform could result 
in significant and immediate harm to the execution of the program or those activities specifically 
required by statute. "Necessarily implied" support cannot be provided for activities that are not 
part of the core mission of the exempted organizations. 

For example, "necessarily implied" support could be provided for the contract support activities 
that are funded out of an annual appropriation that are necessary to renew a contract that is 
expiring and for which the ASF provides funding. Thus, if a contract is due to be renewed, an 
attorney who is otherwise excepted from furlough can support the contract renewal by providing 
legal services necessary to exercise the renewal even though the attorney is not an exempted 
employee. As a result, excepted employees may provide support to exempt activities to the 
extent that the activities are necessarily implied and the failure to engage in those activities will 
result in hann to the program. 

Absent harm to the program, or in situations in which exempt agencies or programs are not 
otherwise compelled by their core mission to engage in a funded activity during a period in 
which there is a lapse in appropriations, there is not a "necessary implication" that the agency or 
program must immediately incur obligations for related activities. For example, in contrast to the 
renewal of an expiring contract, if the Department of Veterans Affairs (an agency that is exempt 
under the current funding lapse) wanted to repaint and redocorate a conference room and would 
normally ask PBS to do the work, PBS would not be able to perform the work on behalf of the 
VA because there would be no significant harm to the VA’s mission by delaying these activities 
and the VA is not statutorily required to undertake them. 

Therefore, in addition to other excepted activities, excepted employees may provide "necessarily 
implied" support to exempt agencies and programs during a lapse in appropriations to the extent 
that the exempt agency’s or program’s core mission would be damaged by the failure to act.

The purpose of this Interagency Agreement (Agreement) between the General Settees 
Administration (GSA) and the Department of the Interior, National Park Service, National Mall 
and Memorial Parks (NPS) (each a Party and collectively the Parties) is tocaiJfOUtthe 
obligations of each Party as defined in Section 4 of Public Law 98-1, 97 Stat. 3 (Feb. 1 , 

1983) (the Act), which directed GSA to "...execute an agreement with the Secretary of the 
Interior providing for operation of the observation tower... by the.National Park Sen/ice and 
further providing...for transfer to the National Park Service... such sums as may be 
necessary to operate the observation tower." The Old Post Office Tower (Tower) is listed on 
the National Register of Historic Places pursuant to 16 U.S.C. Section 470a, and is a primary 
element in the Pennsylvania Avenue National Historic Site. The Tower is part of the Old Post 
Office Building, which is located on the southeast corner of Pennsylvania Avenue and 12 
Street, NW in Washington, D.C., and was operated by GSA as a multi-use federal building 
providing office and retail space until May 31, 2014. 


II. Roles 

The GSA has the primary responsibility for the overall management and administrative 
jurisdiction of the Old Post Office Building. The NPS has the responsibility for providing visitor 
educational, historical, and informational services for the Tower. 


III. Authorities 


The Terms of this Agreement are authorized under both the Act 
Act of June 30, 1932, as amended, 31 U.S.C. 1535 and 1536, 


and Section 601 of the Economy 
and the authorizing legislation of 


the Agencies involved. 


IV. Old Post Office Building Redevelopment 


Pursuant to the Old Post Office Redevelopment Act of 2008, PL 110-359, GSA was directed to 
seek redevelopment of the Old Post Office and Annex (OPO). After an open Request for 
Proposal (RFP) process, GSA selected the Trump Organization as the preferred developer of the 
OPO. GSA has entered into a 60-year Ground Lease with the Trump Organization, which is 
olanninq on a $200 million investment to convert the building from its current use to a luxury 
hotel Per the terms and conditions of the Ground Lease, GSA must turn exclusive possession 
over to the Trump Organization by May 31, 2014. While GSA will maintain control of the Towe 
and NPS administrative space in the building, the Trump Organization will be renovating all 
space in the building, including the Tower space and the NPS administrative space. 
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While the Tower will continue to be open to the public after the redevelopment, for life safety 
reasons both public and Federal access to the building will need to be restricted unti the 
redevelopment effort is completed. Because of the magnitude of the redevelopment undertaking, 
the Tower is currently scheduled to be closed from May 2014 through the Spring 2016. 

GSA will fund NPS operations from the start of FY2014 through May 2014. However, because no 
NFS personnel will be required to operate the Tower while it is inaccessible, no funding will be 
provided for NPS personnel until the completion of construction and the opening and re¬ 
occupancy of the building. 

The Trump Organization is solely responsible for the cost associated with the renovation °f the 
space at the Old Post Office, inclusive of the space that will continue to be GSA-controlled 
space. GSA, NPS and the Trump Organization will work together on the design of the space that 
will continue' to be controlled by GSA and occupied by NPS. GSA, NPS and the Trump 
Organization will all work together on the design of both the space that will continue to be 
controlled by GSA (and occupied by NPS) and the new proposed museum space that will be 
controlled by the Trump Organization. 


IV. Responsibilities 

Pursuant to the Act, this document constitutes an Agreement between the NPS and the 
GSA, for the operation of visitor services in the Tower when it is open to the public and not under 
construction during the redevelopment, as described below. 

1 The Tower shall be operated in a manner consistent with the Act and the terms and 

conditions of this Agreement and the annual NPS Interpretive Operations Plan and Budget 
(Plan and Budget) mutually approved by the Parties for this purpose, and the requirements 
of the Economy Act will be met. 

2. Any operational concerns regarding the Tower noted by either Party shall be brought to 
the attention of the other Party and shall be resolved in a timely and mutually acceptable 
manner. 


A. NPS will provide: 

1. Visitor services staff to accommodate visitors to the Tower. The GSA and the^NPS shall 
mutually agree upon the hours and operational conditions of Tower. The NPS shall 
coordinate its activities to accommodate special events and programs sponsored by other 
agencies in the building. Funding for unbudgeted activities shall be the responsibility of 
the sponsoring agency. 

2. Identification of any additional design needs for the visitor and NPS administrative spact-j 
on the ground, 9th, 10th, and 12 th floors of the Tower. 

3. Proposed modifications, alterations, and construction plans for space alterations to the 
GSA for review and written approval to ensure the integrity of the historical character of 
the Tower and its fixtures.

v. The most efficient and effective use of available volunteer services and/or partnerships 


with local colleges. 


b. The Plan and Budget shall be incorporated into this Agreement by reference and 
appended to this document as Attachment A to this Agreement. Attachment A shall 
be further identified by the applicable budget year. 


c. Annual Plan and Budget submissions by NPS shall include estimates of °f Liv ig 
Adjustments. 


Public information services for the NPS activities in the Tower. 


Coordination with the Washington Ringing Society for the ringing of the Ditchley Bells of 
Congress on holidays and on special occasions, as well as weekly practice sessions. 


7. Reasonable notice of all activities of the NPS which may affect GSA. 

8. For visitor and staff safety, consistent with NPS management responsibility and oversight, in areas 
assigned to the NPS at the Tower. 

9. Oversight of GSA contractors providing services relating to the Tower, consistent with 
NPS management responsibility, post redevelopment by the Trump Organization. 

10. Compliance with GSA energy conservation plans and directives as attached and made a part 
of this Agreement, at no additional operational cost to NPS. 

11. Notice when NPS elects to furnish services at its sole cost or expense outside the scope 
of this Agreement. 

12. Contracted daily custodial maintenance for NPS assigned space on the ground, 9th, 10th 
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and 12th floors of the Tower. This contracted daily custodial maintenance will be funded 
by GSA and shown as a line item in the annual Plan and Budget. 

B. The GSA will provide: 

1. Finished spaces in the ground floor waiting area, the 9 ,10 th , ana 12 floors of the rower 
including adequate public access (including accessible access), to elevator facilities to all 
levels, as well as equipment necessary for the presentation of approved NFS activities 
related to the Old Post Office Building and Tower and Pennsylvania Avenue National 
Historic Site. 

2. Design recommendations and approvals for any modifications to the visitor spaces in the 
waiting area on the ground floor, or 9th, 10th, and 12 th floors of the Tower. Such 
recommendations will be submitted to the NPS for review and comment before 
production or space alteration begins. 

3. The NPS operation and staffing funds as agreed to in the Plan and Budget. This amount 
will be agreed to by the Superintendent of National Mall and Memorial Parks each year 
preceding the beginning of the affected fiscal year and will be documented by the Principal 
GSA official managing the Tower operations. 

4. Maintenance services, other than routine daily custodial care, including elevator 
maintenance, repair and rehabilitation of space and audiovisual equipment in all areas 
assigned to the NPS, and all outside signs at no expense to the NPS. These services 
and repairs should be completed in a timely manner as to not affect the operation of the 
Tower. The GSA will reimburse the NPS for the cost of daily custodial maintenance. Any 
mutually agreed upon exceptions must be funded through the annual Plan and dudget. 

5. All utility services (electricity, heat, air conditioning, water, local phone services and a 
reasonable cost of long distance services), reasonably necessary for NPS operations in 
accordance with agreed upon services. 

6. Reasonable advance notice of all GSA activities which may affect NPS operations and 
visitor services. 

7. The identification of cost effective measures, mutually agreed upon by the Parties, for 
providing Tower services to ensure continued public services and access. 

8. Assistance to NPS, as needed, in collaborating with lead federal tenant on the building 
wide Occupant Emergency Plan. 

V. Term of Agreement 

This Agreement will commence on October 1, 2013 and will remain in effect until April 31,2016 

at which time the Agreement may be renewed upon the written agreement of the Parties, such 

writing to contain the new term and be attached to this Agreement. Consistent with the 
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provisions of the Act, or any other superseding law or regulation, either Party may terminate this 
Agreement upon a ninety (90) day notification to the other Party. 


VI. Assignment 

No transfer or assignment of this Agreement, or of any part thereof or interest therein, directly or 
indirectly, voluntarily or involuntarily, shall be made unless such transfer or assignment is first 
approved in writing by the Parties. 


VII. Liability 

Each Party agrees to assume responsibility for any and all claims resulting from the acts or 
omissions of its employees or representatives, to the greatest extent permitted by law. In the 
event a claim is brought under the Federal Tort Claims Act, 28 U.S.C.A. Section 2671 et seq^, 
(FTCA), it shall be the responsibility of the Party receiving the claim to coordinate with the other 
Partv reqarding responsibility to investigate any such claim, to issue an administrative 
determination as required by the FTCA, and to assist in the defense of any litigation arising from 
any such claim, and the other Party to cooperate in this effort. 


VIII. General 


Nothing herein contained shall be construed as binding the United States to expend in any 
one fiscal year any sum in excess of appropriations made by Congress for the purpose of 
this Agreement for that fiscal year, or to involve the United States in any contract or other 
obligation for the further expenditure of money in excess or in advance of such 
appropriations. 

No Member of Congress shall be admitted to any share or part of any contract or 
Agreement made, entered into, or accepted by or on behalf of the Unitec States, or to 
any benefit to arise thereupon. 

The GSA and the NPS agree that this Agreement shall be governed by, and interpreted 
in accordance with, Federal law. 

The GSA and the NPS agree that if any paragraph or provision of this Agreement is held 
to be invalid or illegal, such paragraph or provision shall not affect the validity or 
enforceability of the remaining paragraphs or provisions. 

The GSA and the NPS agree that compliance with the terms of this Agreement shall not 
excuse any failure to comply with applicable laws and regulations, whether or not these 
laws and regulations are expressly listed or addressed herein. 

The GSA and the NPS agree that the term "days", as used in this Agreement, means 
Federal business days.

In December 2018, PI briefed 
the PBC Commissioner on the 
findings of its FASTA support 
contract which analyzed the 
existing universe of agency 
submissions, identified addi¬ 
tional markets and property 
types to explore, and provided 
a data gap analysis of the Fed¬ 
eral Real Property Profile data¬ 
base.

Money Matters - Cash management Memo 


An official program memorandum 
on cash management procedures 
will be signed by the Assistant 
Commissioner and issued in the 
next few weeks. This guidance 
document was developed to rein¬ 
force proper cash handling process¬ 
es, ensure we continue to meet our 
fiduciary responsibilities to our 
many stakeholders, and drive con¬ 
sistent practices across the zones. 
The need for a document came as a 
result of various discussions 
throughout the last several 
months, including at the most re¬ 
cent Directors' Meeting. Valuable 
input on different aspects was pro¬ 
vided by all zones, but in particular 
by those in Ft. Worth, who wrote 
the bulk of the first draft. 



In general, the memo provides 
updated procedures on various 
matters related to the handling of 
funds during different phases of 
the disposal process. Multiple 
sample documents are included as 
reference documents as well. Basi¬ 
cally, two main areas are covered: 
Registration and Bid deposit, and 
the Disposition of Proceeds. Some 
of the key issues covered are listed 
below. 

Registration and Bid Deposit: 

Credit Cards: Bid registration forms, 
timeliness of submission to Kansas 
City Finance Center, holding back¬ 
up bidders deposits, retaining bid 
transmittal file, etc. 


Checks: Appropriate checks 
(Cashier's Checks, Certified Checks 
or equivalent), verification of check 
validity, securing checks, timeliness 
of mailing to lock-box, holding of 
back-up bidders check, etc. 

Disposition of Proceeds: 

Proper distribution of proceeds and 
netting out of expenses for dispos¬ 
als in these categories: 
Reimbursable, Property Act with¬ 
out Retention of Proceeds, Proper¬ 
ty Act with Retention of Proceeds, 
Property Act for non-BRAC DOD 
Properties, Property Act for PBS 
Properties, and Special Legislation.

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Region 1: New Haven Depot 


New Haven Depot located 
in New Haven, IN was used as 
a government commodity 
depot. Over the years stored 
such materials as ferrochrome, 
lead, beryllium, and zinc. It 
consists of 259 acres, and con¬ 
tains multiple buildings total¬ 
ing over 1M SF, with most of 
the SF being allocated to six 
large warehouse type build¬ 
ings on the property. The 
buildings vary in terms of their 
condition, with perhaps a third 
of the total SF unlikely to be 
salvaged. The site is addition¬ 
ally improved with 13.1 miles 
of railroad tracks, and had 
access to an E-W Norfolk 


Southern trunk line. 

There were some environmen¬ 
tal issues, including arsenic in 
the soil, which compelled GSA 
to get agreement from the 
State of Indiana on in terms of 
remediation prior to the sale. 

Having gone through the dis¬ 
posal process with no viable 
interests, GSA opened the 
auction up in late July of 2018, 
and embarked on a thorough 
marketing campaign, and open 
house schedule. Ultimately 
there were 7 registered bid¬ 
ders for the auction, of which 
4 were active at high levels. 


The auction concluded on 
September 28, 2018 with a 
high bid of $3,075 M. GSA 
accepted the high bid, 
and closed with the high bid¬ 
der, who owns property adja¬ 


cent to the depot and is interest¬ 
ed in redevelopment of the par¬ 
cel.

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Region 4: Former VA Highland Drive Medical Center 
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The award transaction for a former VA Medical 
Center in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania was finalized on 
September 7, 2018. Both FEMA and DOJ approved 
the City of Pittsburgh's joint use application for 
emergency management and law enforcement use 
of the Highland Drive campus. A non-exclusive 
license for Pittsburgh's co-occupancy of the prop¬ 
erty for planning and training uses was executed. 
This unique approach allows access and further 
utilization of the asset while GSA and VA are cur¬ 
rently working to complete environmental due 
diligence, including completion of the Section 106 
process. All activities are anticipated to complete 
in FY19. 

Located within the northeast portion of the city 
limits of Pittsburgh, initial construction of the High¬ 
land Drive Hospital was completed in 1953. In re¬ 
cent years, the facility was consolidated with other 
activities nearby until all functions were relocated 
to other VA hospitals in the Pittsburgh area. VA 
determined that it was not feasible to make the 
repairs and renovations necessary to continue 
using the 60 year old facility for medical treatment 
purposes. The property is eligible for listing on the 


National Register of Historic Places under Criterion A. 

The property was reported excess to GSA in 2017 along 
with various VA properties throughout the nation. Re¬ 
gion 4's efforts with the Highland Drive disposition are 
supported by the expertise of Region 3 RHPO, Donna 
Andrews. Environmental study and historic consultation 
work is also supported by GSA associates Beth Savage, 
David Insinga and Lee Anne Galanes.

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Region 7: Olympus Cove Administration Site 


There are many times when dealing 
with unique properties that it takes 
extended time and effort on the 
part of the RPU&D office to achieve 
a successful outcome. In March of 
2011, the U.S. Forest Service's In¬ 
termountain Region requested 
7PZ's assistance with conducting an 
auction for 5.75 acres of land, 
known as the Olympus Cove Ad¬ 
ministration Site, under the author¬ 
ity of the Forest Service Realign¬ 
ment Act. The property is located 
east of Salt Lake City, Utah, in the 
mountains overlooking the City and 
is the last parcel available for de¬ 
velopment in the Olympus Cove 
Subdivision. 

The auction and marketing efforts 
began on May 10, 2011 with an 
initial starting bid of $600,000. 7PZ 
received a lot of interest from the 
public, but there were concerns 
from most of the potential bidders 
regarding lack of access to city 
water and with the closing require¬ 


ments from the Forest Service. As 
part of the closing. Forest Service 
was requiring the purchaser to 
convey both a 1.5 acre easement to 
the City of Salt Lake City for a road 
and an easement for a waterline 
that ran adjacent to the road. The 
concerns from the bidders were 
that the road easement reduced 
the size of the parcel they were 
potentially purchasing and they 
would be required to convey a 
waterline easement running across 
the property for a waterline they 
were not allowed to access. These 
issues proved to be a detriment to 
the sale with the auction ending on 
August 16 th , 2011 with only one bid 
of $600,000 received. The Forest 
Service rejected the High Bid and 
decided not to allow 7PZ to con¬ 
duct a second auction. 

Periodically 7PZ would contact the 
Forest Service to see what the sta¬ 
tus of the project was and to offer 
our services for another auction. In

August 2018, 7PZ's customer devel¬ 
opment efforts proved to be suc¬ 
cessful when the Forest Service 
requested assistance with 
attempting a second auction for 
the site. Forest Service had taken 
7PZ's advice and had conveyed the 
road easement and the waterline 
easement to the City of Salt Lake 
City prior to the start of the auc¬ 
tion.

Region 9: Former SCIP Headquarters

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The San Carlos Irrigation Project 
(SCIP) is a federal entity that is 
operated and managed by the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs (BIA). 
SCIP was introduced and au¬ 
thorized by Congressional Act in 
1924, primarily for the con¬ 
struction of a water storage 
dam (Coolidge Dam) and to 
provide water delivery service 
to lands on the Gila River Indian 
Community, as well as adjacent 
non-tribal lands. 

The Former SCIP Headquarters 
was constructed in 1931 on a 
half acre-lot located at 255 W 
Roosevelt Ave, Coolidge, AZ, as 


a billing department 
and for employee office 
space for the newly 
created power facility. 
Through time, SCIP ex¬ 
panded its power facili¬ 
ties and became an 
electrical power distrib¬ 
utor with over 150 em¬ 
ployees, 9 offices and a 
service area of over 
3,000 square miles. Due to the 
disjunctive nature of SCIP's 
offices, it was difficult to effi¬ 
ciently carry out its mission and 
to provide space for existing 
and projected employees.. In 
2007, SCIP analyzed various 
alternatives and decided to 
consolidate all nine offices into 
a new single, modern office 
building to be located on a 7- 
acre site approximately 2 miles 
north of the existing Headquar¬ 
ters... As a result, BIA worked 
with GSA and declared the 
Headquarters excess for dispo¬ 
sition under the Property Act. 


When GSA received the ROE, 
the Property was vacant and 
boarded up, and in deteriorated 
condition with environmental 
concerns (lead-based paint, 
mold, asbestos, and a previous¬ 
ly removed underground stor¬ 
age tank), high renovation costs 
and located in an depressed 
real estate market. Additional¬ 
ly, the Property was deter¬ 
mined eligible for listing on the 
National Register of Historic 
Places in 2004, per Criterion A - 
Historic Events/Trends. This 
was based on historic use as 
SCIP offices and its establish¬ 
ment as the first Federal Build¬ 
ing in Coolidge, AZ. Given this 
Register listing , the new Prop¬ 
erty owner would be required 
to adhere to the Historic Cove¬ 
nant and sign the Historic 
Preservation Memorandum of 
Agreement. 


Management Use (Fire Sta¬ 
tion and training area) 
through Public Benefit Con¬ 
veyance. Due to lack of fund¬ 
ing for renovation and re¬ 
stricted historic preservation 
requirements, the City with¬ 
drew its application. Ulti¬ 
mately, the Property was 
offered to public sale as 
sealed-bid with a starting bid 
of $10,000 and concluded in 
December 2018 with a high 
bid of $37,000. The estimat¬ 
ed disposition value for the 
Property was $43,000. The 
high bidder is a group of do¬ 
nors, who crowdfunded and 
collectively expressed the 
intention to donate and re¬ 
hab the Property to serve the 
women and families in need 
in Coolidge and surrounding 
areas.

NCR: 12th 8c Independence 


PL 114-287 (FAST Act) required 
GSA to sell a to-be-defined 
parcel in the area near 12th & 
Independence, including po¬ 
tential air rights, and incorpo¬ 
rating the security require¬ 
ments of the Department of 
Energy's adjacent HQ build¬ 
ing. NCR methodically worked 
the project, researching title 
and valuation issues related to 
the air rights, and working 
with DOE security staff to un¬ 
derstand their needs and ulti¬ 
mately configure the parcel 
required by the legislation. 

The parcel configuration was 
approved by PBS in May 2018, 
and an online auction started 
in June 2018. The parcel had 
some known encumbrances, 
chiefly a subsurface easement 
to the Washington Metropoli¬ 
tan Area Transportation Au¬ 
thority (WMATA - Metro) and 


vent shaft (or so we thought 
based on our prior coordina¬ 
tion with WMATA) on the 
parcel. Dealing with WMATA 
vent shafts is fairly common in 
DC, as the subway underlies 
much of the city. However, 
about 20 days prior to the 
initial auction close, WMATA 
advised that not only was the 
structure a vent shaft, but also 
housed a substation that 
helped power the subway 
system, something infinitely 
more complicated. This had a 
very dampening effect on bid¬ 
ders, and because of this late- 
in-the-game uncertainty, the 
auction ended with no regis¬ 
tered bidders, and no bids. 

It was clear from the market 
there was interest in the par¬ 
cel, less than 1 block from the 
National Mall, but not at the 
$5m minimum bid given the 


large cost uncertainties to 
deal with the WMATA substa¬ 
tion. NCR pivoted to a sealed 
bid, and in coordination with 
CO, worked with the Office of 
the Chief Architect to pro¬ 
duce rendering showing how 
the potential vault structure 
access requirements could be 
incorporated into a design on 
the parcel. Interest in the 
parcel remained high, and 8 
bids were ultimately received 
in the solicitation. The high 
bid of $4.115M was accept¬ 
ed, and the closing process is 
underway. Closing is ex¬ 
pected in March 2019.

By centraliz¬ 
ing contracting services, RPU&D 
will be better equipped to meet our 
national and local performance 
targets through procurements that 
meet all key deliverables. The abil¬ 
ity to effectively execute timely 
contracting actions is paramount to 
improving our relationship with the 
LHAs, potentially creating more 
business for RPU&D. 

How will this centralization benefit 
RPU&D? 

Flaving a dedicated CS will help 
ensure that RPU&D's procurement 
actions are solicited and awarded 
in a timely manner, resulting in a 
reliable acquisition pipeline and 
streamlined procurement process. 

All RPU&D employees with a need 
to know regarding contractual ac¬ 
tions will have access to a central¬ 
ized tracking tool that goes over 
the status and milestones of all 
RPU&D contractual actions. It is the 



update the tracking tool to ensure 
that all relevant parties are kept in 
the loop regarding the status of 
each procurement action. This will 
increase transparency and de¬ 
crease the need to reach out to the 
CS directly for updates. 

Furthermore, the incoming CS is 
essentially a member of the RPU&D 
team. As such, he will develop fa¬ 
miliarity with the needs of our or¬ 
ganization, thereby tailoring all 
procurements to our specific 
needs. RPU&D employees will also 
have a dedicated procurement POC 
for all questions that cannot be 
answered by the aforementioned 
tracking tool. 

When does this start? What is the 
process? 

Beginning on Monday, February 
11th, AMD-R1 will start handling all 
of RPU&D's contractual actions, 
except for Zone 9's, as they have 
elected to not participate in this 
program. The formal structure of 
the program is as follows: 

The RPU&D CS, Randy Smith, will 
be physically located in Region 1. 


Prioritization of all contractual 
actions will be handled by RPU&D 
Central Office, with each Zone 
providing input on the urgency of 
each project. The priority level of 
each procurement will be listed on 
the tracking tool. There will be 
two classifications: Urgent and 
Standard. We do not anticipate 
using the Urgent classification 
often. 

AMD-R1 is training Randy to en¬ 
sure that he is able to handle 
RPU&D's contractual actions. 

As Randy is currently in training, 
AMD-R1 has tasked Huy Le, a Con¬ 
tracting Officer with a mid-level 
warrant, to handle RPU&D's con¬ 
tractual actions in the meantime. 
Randy will also shadow Mr. Le to 
gain an understanding of what a 
typical RPU&D procurement looks 
like. Each project will have an ac¬ 
quisition POC listed on the track¬ 
ing tool to ensure that all ques¬ 
tions that the tool itself cannot 
answer can be directed to the 
appropriate party. 


Acquisition Support Team Member 
(ASTM) directly to AMD-R1. AMD- 
R1 will review the packages for 
validity, and should they be ac¬ 
ceptable, direct the Requester to 
initiate the routing process in EASi. 
During this process, the project will 
be listed in the tracking tool's ac¬ 
quisition planning tab. Once the PR 
has been accepted by AMD-R1 in 
EASi, it will be listed on the tracking 
tool's workload tab. 

The workload tab will list the Ac¬ 
quisition POC, the anticipated 
award date, and the current status 
of each procurement. A comment 
section will be used to explain de¬ 
lays, with clear indication of when 
the procurement is expected to 
move forward.

The FMR revision effort is going full speed ahead although our due date has 
changed: We are now scheduled to publish our proposed rule in the Federal Regis¬ 
ter in the Fall 2019. However, due to the FASTA Property Reform Board being one 
of the entities that will have an opportunity to review and comment on the revi¬ 
sions to the regulation, that date could change again, as the board is not yet fully 
staffed and operational. 

Once the RPUD revision team submits the DRAFT Final language to the Office of 
Governmentwide Policy (OGP), the formal clearance process will begin and the 
sequence is as follows: OGP to OGC to OIRA (OMB) to Regulatory Secretariat (GSA) 
to OIRA to FEDERAL REGISTER 

So while there isn't much information about the schedule, the RPUD revision team 
is working diligently to have the regulation ready for publication by Summer 2019.

This one came back to me with some edits from you. I still have a problem with this answer. I 
agree that PBS used BA61 for the clock tower and to keep thousands of other owned buildings 
open during the shutdown. But, we don't have over 8,000 owned buildings. 


3. What other federal facilities are currently being kept open during the shutdown 
using the same funding source(s) as the tower? 


All 8,000-plus GSA facilities across the United States remained operational during the 
recent partial Government shutdown.

As we discussed briefly just before the shutdown, the Preserving the Recent Past 3 (PRP) conference 
will take place at the USC School of Architecture on March 13-16. I was invited and have been working 
on the conference program planning committee since August 2018 along with a professional cohort 
from the National Park Service, the Historic Preservation Education Foundation, USC Historic 
Preservation Program , University of Oregon Historic Preservation Program, the Getty Institute, the 
Association of Preservation Technology and many private sector industry leaders (in the US, Canada 
and the UK). The response to this third conference in the series has been overwhelmingly positive with 
more that 200 papers and other presentations proposed. The initial ground-breaking PRP conference 
took place in Chicago in 1995: PRP2 was in Philadelphia in 2000. I was a member of the conference 
program planning committee, a presenter and a moderator for each of the previous conferences in my 
prior tenure at the National Park Service. PRP3 is the premier conference for the identification, 
evaluation, documentation and treatment of recent past historic properties. In the 19-year interim 
since the last conference, GSA has proven to be a national leader in this realm for its stewardship of its 
significant Modern inventory and we have much to share as well as learn.

Hi Elliot, 


As we discussed on the phone, attached please find four of the most recent MOAs with NPS 
regarding the Old Post Office observation tower. As you will notice in the documents, while 
there are some minor differences between the documents, in general they are pretty consistent 
and very few, if any, changes have been made over the years to the responsibilities section. I'd 
also note that there is a gap for 2015, which I have been told is due to construction temporarily 
closing the tower. With regard to the decision to reopen the tower, that decision was made by 
regional PBS leadership (and you can see on the new MOA that it was signed by the NCR PBS 
Regional Commissioner). 


Additionally, I wanted to provide share a prepared statement we have on this issue: 


The recent closing and reopening of the observation tower at GSA’s Old Post Office 
facility was unrelated to the facility's tenant. 


GSA-19-0003 and GSA-19-0004-B-000403 









Since 1983, GSA has been required by law (P.L. 98-1) to enter into an agreement with 
the National Park Service (NPS) for operating the observation tower. The law also 
authorizes GSA to pay NPS for this service from the Federal Buildings Fund. Balances 
within the Federal Buildings Fund remain available to operate federal facilities, as 
needed, until they are expended, notwithstanding a lapse in appropriations. 

As a result, NPS operations of the observation tower remained funded even though 
NPS experienced a lapse in appropriations. 

Upon realization of the observation tower closure, GSA advised NPS that operations at 
the observation tower would continue to be funded. In this process, it was discovered 
that the interagency agreement required by the 1983 law had expired earlier in the year. 
GSA and NPS subsequently renewed the interagency agreement, and NPS resumed 
operation of the tower as required by law. 


To clarify one part of the above, the available balances refers to carryover funds in the building 
operations account within the FBF.
